FLOODS AND DEATH. 


Whole Villages Destroyed by the Burst 
ing of a Dam. 


CaLcuTtTa, May 29.—In addition to the loss 
of 200 lives by the bursting ofa dam, formed 
dy a landslip in Obarkxkupria, Kulu, and the 
destruction of live stock and dwellings 
which accompanied it, disastrous floods 
have wrought much damage in North 
Cachar.

DEALING WITH LAWLESSNESS. 
Gov. Waite of Coloradoand Gov. Altgeld 
of Illinois are treading on delicate ground 
in the matter of using the militia to dis- 
perse riotous mobs. 


Both Governors say emphatically that. 
they will not permit the use of militia as 


guards of private property. Gov. Waite 
declares that the Sheriffs must not enro!! 
deputies from beyond the bounds of their 
counties and that he will treat “posses 
made up of men of this kind as mobs. He 
tells the mine owners that they must resort 
to legal process to get possession of 
their mines and thus invoke the power of 
the State to put them in possession. The 
militia, he says, will only be used in case 
of a fight. a 

These statements may be unobjection- 
able if they are made in good faith and 
these Governors act up to their full 
measure of duty. Hirelings paid by 
interested corporations or individuals have 
no proper place in Sheriffs’ posses. Their 
employment is illegal and dangerous. 
Their interest is not to enforce law but to 
serve their masters. Owners of property 
must exhaust legal processes to gain and 
hold possession of their property, and it 
may not be practicable to furnish militia 
to act as guards of private property. 

But, on the other hand, the State au- 
thorities must protect both the lives and 
property of citizens against violence when 
the local authorities are powerless. They 
must disperse mobs and keep the peace. 
They must see that the decrees 
and processes of the courts are 
enforced. To refer citizens whose 
lives and property are endangered 
by armed mobs to the courts when the 
sheriffs are helpless is a mockery. To 
tell citizens under similar circum- 
stances that they must guard their own 
property is to justify the employment 
of private Irmed bands, a’course which is 


subversive of law, order and justice and is 


obnoxious and dangerous to free institu- 
tions. 

It is the duty of the Executive to put 
down all manner of lawlessness. When 
mobs are dispersed and peace is main- 
tained there will be no excuse for lawless- 
ness on the part of Sheriffs or property 
owners. The ordinary methods of en- 


forcing law and order will prevail.

LABOR ORGANIZATION. 


What organization can do is shown by 
the fact that 175,000 half-starved people 
have been held to a common purpose for 
five weeks without showing any signs of 
wavering. 

Whether the demands of the striking 
miners are just or not, and whether or not 
some of them might not have got what 
they wanted without a strike, the import - 
ant fact is that practically all the miners 
o the Mississippi Valley united to en- 
force the demand of a minority. 

To many this seems a foolish and sul- 
cidal policy, involving needless suffering 
and wanton wasteof wealth. They do 
not understand why men who have no 
wrongs to complain of should voluntarily 
take upon themselves the burdens of 
others’ misfortunes, Besides, not only 
the coal miners, but workers in 
most other industries are gthrown 
out of employment and the circle 
of misery is. enlarged through 
no fault of the victims. That 
this is wrong and unnecessary is admit- 
ted, but the wrong lies back of the labor 
ation which takes a rough-and- 
ready method of obtaining redress only 
because no other has been hit upon by the 
ingenuity of man. Whether or not the 
organization might not accomplish the 
same result in a more humane and eco- 
nomical manner is a question which de- 
serves more attention than it has received 
from the union men, but, until such a 
mode of proceeding is found, we shall all 
have to deal with the one In vogue. ; 

Co-operation with organization is the 
order of the day.

FOR TEUSTS AND SPECULATORS. 


The importation statistics for the month 
of April contain facts which are signifi- 
cant in connection with the delay in tariff 
legislation. ö 

As compared with April ot last year the 
value of the importations during April 
shows a decrease, of $50,000,000, represent- 
ing a loss to thé Government in revenue 
which is roughly estimated at $20,000,000. 
But while the importations of heavily 
taxed articles, a reduction of the tariff on 
which is proposed in the Wilson bill, have 
decreased, there is a notable increase in the 
importations of articles which are now free 
but are taxed by the Wilson bill or on 
which an increase of taxation is expected. 
The increase in sugar importation amounts 
to 100,000,000 pounds, which will save the 
trust under the new bill $1,250,000. Itis 
reported that every available vessel has 
been secured by the trust to rush sugar 
into this obuntry before the bill before 
Congress becomes a law. 

These facts throw interesting side lights 
on tariff tinkering. They show that busi- 
ness is suffering. Uncertainty and pros- 
pective changes in the tariff have reduced 
many regular importations to the mini- 
mum. This reduction means stagnation 
and heavy loss in many lines of trade. It 
means a loss of revenues to the Govern- 
ment. The Government loses heavily, 
algo, on the speculative importation of 
sugar and other articles unfavorably af- 
fected by the tariff bill. 

The people lose byjtariff tinkering, but 
the trustsand speculators in and out of 
the Senate gain. The Sugar Trust—that 
potent master of legislative robbery—gains 
twice, once in rich privileges and again in 
the opportunity for speculating on the 
necessities of the people. There is not a 
standpoint from which tariff dickering and 
tariff delay are not disreputable and in- 
imical to popular interests. The Senate 
serves as the tool and partner of plunder-

Blectricity and the Signal Service. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

It is a curious fact that a scientifie discov: 
ery is rapidly followed by others only after 
the first has been applied to the use of man. 
The ancients were not entirely ignorant of 


the electric principles. Thales of Miletus 
discovered that amber (electron) developed 
vy friction an attraction for certain particles 
of matter; but his discovery went no further 
than to induce himtothink that there must 
be a soul in matter. No important discov- 
eries were made until about 100 
years ago, when chemical electricity 
was discovered, and wires charged with 
electricity were found to be magnetic. 

This discovery was not put to practical use 
for fifty years. In 1664, a 9 line was 
completed from Baltimore to Washington. 
Since then how rapid have been the many 
wonderful discoveries? Many of the uses to 
which electricity was to be put were fore- 
told fifty years ago. The heater, cooking- 
stove and electric motor were all predicted; 
but there was no one to foretell wonderful 
telephone and phonograph. The following 
prophetic suggestion of one of the uses 
which could be made of the electric agency 
is from the American Whig Rericw Gof Septem- 
ber, 1851: 

It is suggested that the telegraph shall be 
employed all over the federation to givea 
general notice and alarm of storms, the 
wires from eaeh city of the State te pg 
upon its dell iu the Capitol and warning al 
men of the insurrection of the elements in 
any locality and of the road by which it is 
marching. It would de a striking achieve- 
ment to erect some central 
locality (Washington would do for 
the present) a ailding which may. be 
called, after the earliest raised by the 
ancient Greeks, the Templeofthe Winds, 
round the walls of Wilen the atmospheric 
history of our northern continent should be 
recoried from day to day. Here the wires of 
the nation should canverge so that Notus, 
Auster and the rest of the turbulent family 
would have their whereabouts and doings

Interesting Features ofan Apportionment 
Made in the Year 1845. 


Mr. Edward L. Carter of St. Louis bas an 
ante-bellum daocument of considerable in- 
terest. It is the appraisement of the estate 
ot hie grandfather, Edward Carter of Vir- 
ginia,by Mr. Edward L. Carter’s fatber,§@who 
bore the name of Edward I. Carter. This ap- 
praisement shows the value of negroes about 
1845, when the appraisement was made, and 
the effect age and sex had on their monetary 
worth. The slave list is headed by Robin, a 


70-year-old negro. No price is set down oppo- 
site his name, he evidently being merely a 
pensioner and of no market value. The two 
highest-priced men on the list ere 23 and 
19 years old. They were valued 700 each, 
An 18-year-old girl was only rated at $100. 
However, two others only 12 years old 
were valued at $450 apiece. The entire list, 
which is very interesting, is as follows:
